of Light, which enlightens all the 
Stars of Heaven, and all the parts 
of the Earth | This is the ſole 
Power which carries thee for ever 
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into Heaven: He is the only Phy- 
ſitian upon whom depend all our 
Deliverances: He is the ſole Author 
of Grace, which can preſerve thee 
againſt Darkneſs, and againſt Hell. 
Up then, my Soul, bowing thy ſelf 
before him; fortifie thy Zeal upon 
thy God, who calleth thee to par- 
ticipate of his great and divine My- 
ſtery which he hath inſtituted in his 
Church, which is the Sacrament of 
his Body, which we muſt partake of 
to have Life Eternal; the Sacra- 
ment of his Body, by which he 
unites himſelf to thee, for to carry 
thee into his Glory : By which he 
takes away, he aboliſhes, he blots 
out all; that there is no more ſin in 
thee, no more of Curſe and Death;and 
here replants his Grace, his Life, and 
his Felicity: All that he hath, all that 
he hath carried into Heaven, all the 
Grace which was infuſed into him, all 
the Treaſure of his Merit which he 
hath gotten on the Croſs, and a ſhare 
of this is given unto thee by the 
Com- 
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Communion of this Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper, which is the Fountain 
of all Spiritual Sweetneſs, by which 
God nouriſhes us, the Subſtance and 
preſerver of that Lite that he hath gi- 
ven us in Baptiſm, and hath united us 
to him, making us, as St. Paul ſays, 
Fleſb of his Fleſh, and Bone of his 
Bone, and Members of his own Body. 
But, my God, the times altogether 
are before thee; Remember thou 
not what is paſt, nor regard the fu- 
ture: Thou haſt an Eye upon my 
Thoughts, thou art Judge of my In- 
tentions, nothing is hid from thee, 
all things are naked and intirely 
known to thee : My Heart is cloſed - 
in my Breaſt, but my Breaſt is more 
tranſparent than Glaſs before thine 
Eyes; and thou ſeeſt, O Lord, that 
the ſtrength of my Faith is almoſt 
all extinguiſhed, and that my Heart 
hath neither ſincerity nor up- 
rightneſs, and that my Soul is 
more foul than the Duſt of which 
my Body is made. I cannot, great 
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God, approach to thy holy Table, 
becauſe 1 am not in thy preſence 
with a true forrow, and an intire 
affeQion without hypocriſie, with a 
tree and open heart conſeſſing my 
ſhame and acknowledging thy Glo- 
ry. Lord, I am preſſed with fear 
and aſtoniſhment; I fling my ſelf at 
thy teet: I pour out in thy preſence 
all my offences, which make pale my 
Face for fear of thy LCiipleafure, I 
accuſe my ſelf, I bla: my Ingrati- 
tude, I know that 1 am the moſt 
baſe of all thy Creatures, a reproach 
to the Earth, and of that which the 
Heavens can cover tie moſt vile and 
deteſtable. I have let my ſelf to be 
carried away by the baſe intice- 
ments of the World; I am always 
backward to that which concerns 
the Glory cf my Saivation. Lord, 
thou canſt throw Lightning from 
Heaven, thou canſt ſtrike me with 
1hunder, but I am nothing: Thou 
art an all powerful God to all Eter- 
nity, and J am a poor frail 1

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but yet the work of thine hands: As 
thou art ſtrong in puniſhing, fo 


5 thou art exceeding in thy Mercy ; 


deſtroy not then him, that 1s caſt 
down before. I am a great ſinner 
but thou art yet more great in com- 
paſſion to forgive. Thou haſt the 
life of Man in thipe hand, it is thy 
Mouth which pronounces their Ab- 
ſolution ; have pity on me, O God; 
by the great number of thy compaſ- 
ſions, blot out the great number of 
mine iniquities, and fave him by 
thy favour which otherways would 
be damned by thy Juſtice: Save him, 
who 1s purchaſed by the Blood of 
thy Son, who was ſhining with his 
Glory, but abas'd himſelf ſo much, 
as to take our nature upon him, for 
to raiſe up us, the Mud and Corrup- 
tion of the World, (Man being no 
better) to ſet him on the Throne of 
thy Greatneſs. Let, O Lord, my 
confeſſion and repentance be a ſweet 
ſmelling Sacrifice acceptable before 
thee; for I knock at the door of thy 
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mercy, and implore the merit of my 
Saviour for the pardon of thoſe pu- 
niſhments which are due unto my 
ſins, and do thou ſoften the hardneſs 
of my heart which is in thy hand.
